to the Eugene V. Debs Foundation by James R, Hoffa, General I resident, 
International teamsters Union, was made today by Ned A. Bush, Ur., 

Executive Vice-President of tiie Foundation. 

Mr. Hoffa, on behalf of the Teamsters, pledged an immediate gift 
of $2, 500 and a second contribution of $2, 500 to be made in 1964. 

The money will be used by the Foundation in the restoration of the home 
of Eugene V. Debs, the fattier of Industrial Unionism in the United States. The 
Debs homo is located in Terre Haute, directly across the street from the campus 
of Indiana State College. 

COMMENTS FROM MR. HOFFA 

"This contribution by the Teamsters of $5,000 is as large as we have 
received from any organization. Only the Railway Labor Executives Association 
has given $5, 000. All other gifts from other International Unions being at the 
$1, 000 to $1, 200 level, " said Mr. Busk "We are deeply grateful for this sizeable 
gift as it comes at a time when it will enable us to complete work on several of 
the rooms still untouched. 

"It is important that the memory and ideals of Eugene V. Debs be pre¬ 
served through the home which he built and lived in most of his adult life. It is 
regretable tliat work on the Debs memorial was not started until 36 year after his

not be in existence if there had not been a Debs. He was the first to organize 
Industrial Union in this country----the American Railway Union, which cut 
•cross craft lines within the industry and ^it all railroaders into one bi$ Union.

It was strong and so sucessful that he was arrested and put in jail by the Federal 
Government, and his Union disbanded but his pioneering efforts paid off. Due to 
this fact, we have many large and powerful Industrial Unions today, " Bush continued. 

"Since the Teamsters Union is tiie largest Union in the country today, it 
is altogether fitting and proper that the Teamsters join in the work of preserving 
the ideals ai.d memory of Eugene V. Debs. We are deeply grateful to Mr. Hoffa 
and the Teamsters for their most generous contribution. " 

The Eugene V. Debs Foundation was founded in Terre Haute in February 
f 1962 by a small group of Terre Haute labor leaders, professors at Indiana State 
College and Tilford E. Dudley, Director Speaker’s Bureau, AFL-CIO. Among 
the early organizers was William Coakley, President of the Teamsters Local 
Union No. 144, Terre Haute. Ned A. Bush, Sr. President of the Terre Haute 
Newspaper Guild, also was active in the early organization work and was named 
Executive Vice-President. 

Through generous contributions of the Railway Unions, the United Auto Workers 
and other large AFL-CIO Internationals and hundreds of individual admirers of 
Debs in Terre Haute and throughout the nation, the foundation was able to purchase 
the Debs home. Since then, work of restoring it has progressed until the directors 
are hopeful that it will be ready to open to the general public by next spring. The 
gift of the Teamsters will greatly assist in the project. 

The long time goal of the Foundation is to establish a sizeable endowment fund, 
tht income of which will be used in holding seminars and panel discussion in
